The B. P. Company will sand from 
here to-day a train load of over twenty 
cars from this city, Santa Ana, I’aaa- 
den and Orange. Tho same road takes 
from Ran Gabriel station to-day also a 
solid train of 18 cars, the Brst ever made 
up at th a t station. 
Of this more anon. 
The C. S. R'y 
sent o ut last night 
from San Bernardino a solid orange train 
of over tw enty curs, about ouo-half of 
which w ent from this city. 
This aggre­ 
gates nearly three fourths of a hundred 
oars sent out in less than twelve houis. 
I t la only a few years since th a t would 
have been the total sum of shipm ents 
for a season. 
Until last year seventy- 
live cars would have been a big m outh's 
work for Southern California. 
la s t 
year perhaps no one week witnessed 
tile shipm ent of so many oranges from 
lliis section 
Counting the seventy odd 
cars of laat night and to-day the move­ 
m ent of th e golden fruit from Southern 
California this season will uinouat to 
rising seven hundred carloads to date. 
I t would probably reach «even huudred 
end twenty-live. 
As picking advances 
the t-ouvioiion is forced upon the grow­ 
ers and dealers th a t the orop baa been 
underestim ated more or less. 
Good 
guessers used to count 1000 cars as the 
probable supply of the crop ibis year, 
i t is now manifest th at there are more 
than three hundred cars of the fruit left 
ou the trees. 
It is certain th at fivo 
hundred cars still to go is n o t inucli 
ahovb the mark. 
As to prices, the season is proving 
much more satisfactory than any fur 
two or th ree previous ones. 
The grow ­ 
ers are realizing from $1 lo $3.00 por 
box on th e tree. 
This is partly due to 
the liberal spirit developed by the trans­ 
portation companies, who are carrying 
oranges for $200 per car of ten tons to 
“ The R iver," iu lieu of $300, the ruliug 
rate a year ago. 
I t is but a few years 
since the price was $000. 
A saving of 
11(10 per car is of itself a enng am ount to 
go into the pockets of the raucliers of 
the soutli end of th e State. 
On 1200 
cars it would amount to $120,000. 
Add 
to this the saving of “ local" rates on top 
of the tbrongli rates, ou all shipments 
from any station exoeptiug hm Angeles, 
and $200,000 will not cover this addition

For an acre of tine budded 
fruit netting the grower $3 50 per box, 
the income wilt in exceptional cases rise 
as bigli as $500 per acre.

many citrus orchards in this and adja­ 
cent counties which this year will pay 
all the way from $250 to $300 per acre, 
net profit.
